Enméshed in one of the 
most severe economic crisis in 
United States history, the 
nation has been treated to 
one of the most tawdry parti- 
san spectacles ever displayed.

Every so often I have to 
mentally bang myself alongside 
my head to see if my hearing is 
Q.K. and my eyes are 
functioning. What I listen to on 
the radio and what I see in print 
does not match up with the 
statistics before me. The 
impression I am getting from the 
media is that the new Governor 
Brown is a tight-fisted, 
penny-pinching, fiscal 
conservative. Great hoopla has 
been made over his stance of no 
new taxes. The fact that he 
drives an inexpensive car, instead 
of a limousine, and lives in a 
rented apartment, rather than 


the poshy Governor’s Mansion, - 


is giving him a tightwad image 
with the voting public. But alas, 
I know we live in a world of 
image makers and their 
creations. We often see the 
press-agent manufactured 
manikins, rather than viewing 
accurately the true character of 
political individuals. So before 
we are all enraptured by 
Governor Brown’s fiscal 
conservatism, let .us see if it is 
real or nothing more than an 
image. 

Let us look at some hard 
facts - that is the way you do it. 
Nothing, nothing, can be harder 
than cold fiscal statistics of this 
year’s proposed budget. What do 
we find? Governor Brown’s 
proposed expenditures are 
approximately 1.5 billion dollars 
more than the last budget of 
Governor Reagan. The increase 
in spending over the previous 
budget is the biggest single 
budget proposal increase in the 
history of the State of Californa. 

Here are the actual dry 


statistics ...the proposed 
1974-75 budget was $9.8 
billion . . .Governor. Brown’s 


1975-76 budget proposal is 
$11.3 billion. Now unless there 
is something in mathematics I 
missed, I learned that you 
subtract the smaller one from 
the bigger one and you wind up 
with a difference. In this case, a 
difference of $1.5. billion 
smackers!

Most people do not really 
relate to the term 1.5 billion 


dollars. Many have a hard time - 


comprehending what that much 
money represents - so let us 
break it down to a level we can 
all understand. That 1.5 billion 
dollar increase averages out to 
160 bucks for every wage earner 
in California. I use the term 
wage earner because those who 
are not working are not going to 
pick up the tab. The “‘have nots” 
are on the receiving end of the 
Brown administration, the 
workers - all 8 million of us - are 
on the giving end. 

This fact is magnified by the 
new administration shifting of 
monetary priorities to placating 
the insatiable appetite of the 
social welfare agencies. The 
greatest dollar allocation will be 
to welfare.

PRODUCTION, 
VALUE HIGH FOR 
FRUIT AND NUTS 


SACRAMENTO — The 1974 
production and value for 
Califomia fruit and nut crops 
could not quite reach the record 
level attained in 1973, but it 
remained an outstanding year 
for many crops. 

The aggregate value of all 
fruit and nut crops totaled 
$1,505 million, about 5 percent 
below last year’s record of 
$1,589 million. Total 
production was 8,636,695 tons 
and fell about 3 percent short of 
the 1973 record crop. 

Total bearing acreage for the 
1974 season was 1,499,390 
acres, 5 percent above the 
previous season. Average value 
per acre declined by 9 percent 
from last year’s record high of 
$1,109 per acre, but its value 
was 36 percent higher than the 
1972 level.

Crops Hit Record High

1973 were recorded for all major 
commodities except hogs, wool 
and honey. : 

Field crop production of 25.2 
million tons was about | percent 
above 1973. Increased 
production of cotton, wheat and 
potatoes was largely offset by 
decreased tonnages of sugar 
beets, hay, barley and grain 
sorghum. 

Production of food grain was 
approximately 17 percent above 
1973 with good increases in 
both wheat and rice. Production 
of potaotes and dry beans 
showed a considerable increase. 
Total feed grain. production was 
off 7 percent. Alfalfa seed 
production showed an increase 
for the first time in 4 years. A 
-major price increase: for sugar 
beets and a large increase in 
cotton production led the way 
to a 41 percent increase in value 
of production for a total of $2.8 
billion. 

Growing and harvesting 
conditions were generally very 
good for fruit and nut crops. 
Rain and cool weather during 
bloom reduced yields for some 
crops, and unusual summer rain 
caused moderate losses from 
brown rot. to peaches. New 
production records were set for 
almonds, nectarines, plums, 
pomegranates, and wine grapes. 
On the other hand, the apricot 
crop was very small, and 
production of other crops 
ranged from fair to very good. 
On the average, prices declined 
somewhat and the total value of 
production in 1974 dropped to 
$1.51 billion from $1.59 billion 
in 1973. 

California vegetable growers 
produced a record 11.7 million 
tons in 1974, exceeding the 
previous record set in 1973 by 
12 percent. Tomato production 
for processing was the largest 
single contributor to the 
production increase, Other 
vegetable crops showing a large 
gain in production were onions, 
carrots, strawberries, and market 
tomatoes. Most of the melon 
crops were smaller in 1974 than 
a year earlier. These include 
cantaloupes, watermelons; and 


, honeydews. Lettuce production 


was also below 1973. 

Combined vegetable, melon 
and strawberry acreage harvested 
last year totaled a record 
862,710 acres. This was a 2 
percent increase over 1973 and a 
contributing factor in the higher 
production over 1973. Crops 
with. larger acreages include 
processing tomatoes, lettuce, 
onions, cauliflower, processing 
green peas, carrots, and garlic. 

Favorable yields also 
contributed to the increased 
aggregative production over 
1973. Yield per acre for 1974 
was higher for about two-thirds 
of the vegetable crops. 

Value of vegetable 
production is«placed at $1.453 


billion, a new record high for - 


California and <n increase of 23 
percent over 1973. Prices 
received during 1974 were 
higher than a year earlier for 
most vegetable crops.

the nation in the production of 
both fresh market and- 
processing vegetables. During 
1974, approximately 43 percent 
of the national output of 22 
principal fresh market vegetables 
and melons was produced in 
California. In addition, the State 
accounted for neatly 52 percent 
of the U.S. production of 13 
major processing crops. 

Preliminary data indicate that 
gross cash receipts from farm 
marketings of livestock and 
poultry in 1974 totaled $2.8 
billion, 5 percent above the 
previous year for a new record. 
Higher receipts from marketings 
were recorded for most major 
livestock and poultry items but 
turkeys, farm chickens, hogs and 
pigs, honey and beeswax, and 
wool were lower generally as a 
result of lower prices. 

Estimated California milk 
production was 10.5 -billion 
pounds, up 3 percent from the 
previous year. Cattle marketed 
from California feedlots were up 
3 percent from 1973, and 
California sheep producers for 
the first time in several years 
fattened more lambs for market 
than the previous year. 

Egg production was above 
1973 by about 8 percent. More 
hens and pullets of laying age 
was the primary reason for the 
increase. Broiler chicken 
production was also above 1973 
production by about 8 percent. 
Turkey production is estimated 
at 17.7 million birds, up 1 
percent from 1973.

FOREIGN EXPORT 

SACRAMENTO -— California, 
the nation’s leading farm state 
for the last 26 years, ranks fifth 
in the value of its foreign 
exports, according to the 
California Department of Food 
and Agriculture. 

In fiscal year ending June 30, 
1974, California exported over 
$1.2 billion in farm goods which 
was 5.8 percent of the U.S. 
total. Illinois remained the 
largest supplier with over $1.9 
billion, followed by Iowa with 
over $1.7 billion, Texas with 
over $1.6 billion, and Kansas 
with over $1.5 billion. 
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
